Construction and equipment cun- 
tracts totaling $997,132 have been 
signed by the Bay St. Louis muni- 
cipal separate school district for 
erection of a new high school plant 
and additions to two existing 
schools. 

The building program is being 
financed by $1,183,000 in district 
bonds approved by school district 
voters last November. 

Bids were opened July 19 by 
the school board and were held 
for consideration and adjustment 
because low bids exceeded the 
available funds by about $225,000, 
according to Joe D. McCullouch, 
school superintendent. 

Two parts of the Building pro- 
zram were postponed, McCullouch 
stated, in order to make the con- 
tracts fit into the available funds. 
They were the athletic field house 
to be erected at Tiger Stadium and 
the auditorium for the new high 
school. 

McCullouch said these portions 
of the program will be constructed 
at a later date as funds are avail- 
able. 

He noted construction on the ad- 
ditions to the Valena C. Jones 
School in Bay St. Louis and the 
Waveland Elementary School has 
already begun. 

The new high school, to be lo- 
cated on a site previously pur- 
chased off Blue Meadow road 
north of U. S. Highway 90 and 
just outside the city limits, in- 
cludes the bulk of the contracts, 
£807,722. 

Construction of the school is 
to begin as soon as ground-breaking 
ceremonies take place, within a 
week. The school is to be complet- 
ed in time for the 1966-67 session, 
McCullouch said. 

Construction of the school de- 
signed by Charles I. Proffer and 
Associates of Gulfport, is planned 
to serve about 700 students, but 
may be expanded later for up to 
1,000 students. 

The 1,200-seat auditorium has 
been temporarily dropped from 
the plan but a 3,300-seat gymna- 
sium will serve most of the pur- 
poses of the auditorium, McCul- 
louch noted. 

The present high school, located 
at 202 2nd St, will be utilized by 
the school system as a junior high 
school after completion of current 
constrution of the new school, he 
stated.

Although 
earthworms are found on the str- 
face of the ground e-peci Hy 
after dark and after a rain 
they spend most of their 
time burrowing through the upper 
layers of the soil. Their body wall- 
have powerful muscles that enczble 
th animals to force their way 
the animals to force their way 
takes in decaying matter and soil 
as it moves. Feeding continuously, 
it passes little pellets of undigest- 
ed matter and Soil particles out of 
the body, coming to the surface to 
dispose of these pellets. The Te- 
sult of all this activity is that the 
Soils of the earth are Cultivated 
and aerated — actually plowed. 
Charles Darwin, the British Na-

After that time not a 
single stone was to be seen on 
the surface, for the earth worms 
had covered the entire field with 
a four-inch layer of porous soil. —

It is the slogan for the annual 
Farm Safety Week that runs July 
25 through July 31 this year. 


You may be going on your vaca- 
tion during this week. As you 
drive through rural areas or any 
area where there may be farm 
machinery or other slow-moving 
vehicles, see if; you can spot the 
recently adopted slow-moving vehi- 
cle emblem. . 


If you see a brightly colored 
triangle mounted on the back of 
a vehicle, that is what you are 
looking for. It identifies a slow- 
moving vehicle — one traveling 25 
miles an hour or slower on the 
highway. 


This 14-inch high emblem, with 
a fluorescent orange center and 
reflective red border, is a pro- 
duct of research conducted by 
Ohio State University under the 
sponsorship of the Automotive 
Safety Foundation. 


The Ohio State research shows 
that farm tractors and machinery 
are involved in 75 percent of all 
slow-moving vehicle accidents and 
that in two-thirds of the accidents 
the vehicle was hit from the rear.
